‘MONEY NOT THE PUBLIC'S’ 


Court Refers to Borrowing Sys- 
tem on I O U’s and Says 
Loans Were General. 


The accounting system of Sheriff Dick- 
mann’s office, which Circuit Judge Kim- 
mel yesterday, in an opinion from the 
bench, likened to the bookkeeping meth- 
ods of a Chinese laundry, is now under 
examination by experts, who will rec- 
mommend changes. The examination 


now being made is the first of its kind, 
the Sheriff's ofice having heretofore run 
its finances without definite respon- 
sibility. 

Judge Kimmel’s unfavorable comment 
on the Sheriff's office was made when 
he ordered the acquittal of Q@homas B. 
Kilcullin, former execution deputy in 
the Sheriff's office, who was charged 
with embezling $4714.. 

Not Public Money. 

This money, while it was in the na- 
ture’ of office funds, was declared by the 
Court to be not public money, but Dick- 
mann’s personal money. The prosecu- 
tion held that it was public money, but 
Judge Kimmel pointed to the fact that 
Kilcullin was charged with embezzie- 
ment “from Joseph Dickmann, Sher- 
igg.”* 

The Sheriff's. office.is run on a fee ba- 
sis. The Sheriff pays his deputies and 
office expenses from the fees. received, 
and he is under bond to the city and 
State. When money is received for 
property sold at Sheriff's sale, the Sher- 
iff deposits “it to his personal acco: 
deducts his fee and other costs, and 
sends the holder of the judgment a 
check for the balance. He is not sub- 
ject, as are other city officers, to the 
checking processes of the City Audi- 
ter. 

An audit of the Sheriff's office was 


decided on last Octobér by Mayor Kiel 


and Comptroller Player, when trregu- 
larities were discovered in that office 
and in the water tates office. An ap- 
propriation Will for $5000 was introduced 
to cover the expenses of the audit, and 
James R. Campbell of the accounting 
firm of Marwick, Mitchell, Peat & Co. 
was employed, with the consent of the 
Circuit Judges, to conduct the audit. 
This work is still in progress. 


Dickmann’s Statement, 
Dickmann, when asked as to his views 
on the outcome of the Kilcullin case, 
prepared the following signed _state- 
ment: 

On June 19, 1914, when I discovered 
the shortage in the Sheriff's office 
and found who got away with the - 
money, I reported the same to the 
Circuit Attorney’s office, which was 
my duty as a State officer, and I 
served as witness In this trial, and 
here my ‘duty ended. The money is 
still out and I know who got it,. but 
what is the use? 

About the remarks of the Court, I 
never would expect such a word 
from an honorable Circuit Judge.

*books were exclusively handled by 
Tom Kilcullin and it is shown that 
‘te did a good deal of business 
through these books. The ungentle- 
manly remarks made in court don’t 
worry me a bit.

MAN WHO STABBED BARTENDER

“Justice Has Been Done.” Widow of 
Slain Man Cries and Falis 
Uncenscious. 

William Crofton, 39 years old, of 3836

gery. Naturally it would Se futile to de- 
mand my extradition for espionage, this 
being a political offense. 

“ ‘Tt is not necessary for me to go in*o 
details regarding this forgery charge; 
suffice that to point out that it is 
claimed that I committed those forgeries 
in July, 1914, in London. 

“Rather strange! I lived .n London up 
to the 28th of January, 1915, and was in 
daily communication -with the 'Admiral- 
ty’s and War Office’s secret service. 

“Now, it may be asked, why should 
the British Government persistently per- 
secute me?

‘No. In addition to this there are two 
reasons why they will strain every ef- 
fort and spend vast sums of money to 
get possession of me:

Dr. Aletta Jacobs Says Mme. 


Schwimmer Promised $200,- 
000 to Foreign Society.

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 20.—A story ‘told 
to ume by Dr. Aletta Jacobs, first vice 
president of the Woman's International 
Committee for Permanent Peace, goes 
far to explain the cold reception of the 
Ford peace pilgrimage in Europe and its 

final failure. 

“The Ford expedition never could ac- 
complish anything toward establishing 
peace in Hurope;” said Dr. Jacobs, who 
has a beautiful home in the suburbs of 
Amsterdam and has been called “the 
Jane Addams of the Old World.” 

“The chief reason is that Mme. 
Schwimmer appeared as its virtual lead- 
er. 

Promised $200,000 Donation, 

“Mme, Schwimmer cabled me from the 
Hotel Biltmore, New York, on Nov. 6 
Jast, that she would donate $200,000 of 
Mr. Ford’s money to the peace organiza- 
tion of which I am the leader in Europe. 
At the moment I received this our or- 
ganization was on the point of dissolu- 
tion for want of funds of which had crip- 
pled us for some time. 

‘Naturally we were greatly rejoiced 
by Mme. Schwimmer’s message and we 
went ahead with our plans. We spent 
several thousand dollars here and wired 
messages to all the women associated 
with us in the various neutral countries, 
telling of our good fortune and author- 
izing them to go on with their peace 
work. 

‘Meantime, to make sure that we had 
the authority of our American leaders, 1 
cabled to Miss Jane Addams for verifi- 
cation of Mr. Ford’s gift. I received no 
reply; I have since learned that Miss 
Addams was ill. ° 


Received No Answer. 

“T never doubted that Mr. Ford had 
indeed made the gift to us. While the 
Oscar II, carrying the peace party, was 
on her voyage from America, I sent 
frequent radio messages to Mme. 
Schwimmer, but never received an an- 
swer. As time went on and I received 
no reply to these messages, I began to 
grow a little doubtful both of Mr. Ford'‘s 
supposed gift and of the success of the 
expedition. 

“I studied Mme. Schwimmer’s orig- 
inal message again. She said, in strict 
confidenee, that part of the $200,000 
should be employed to further the con- 
ference at The Hague, to engage head- 
quarters, and the rest of the money 
would be forthcoming in a brief time. 

Heard From Miss Addams. 

“Then, while I was still wondering 
about Mme. Schwimmer’s silence, I was 
surprised to get a cablegram from Miss 
Addams, which said: 

‘“*Keep the Women’s International 
Committee distinct from the Ford ex- 
pedition.’ ”’ 

“I thought something was wrong,’ 
Dr. Jacobs continued, “and I repeated 
Miss Addams’ message to i. the women 
of the peace societies with whieh we 
were affiliated in the Scandinavian na- 
tions. This was just before the Oscar 
II reached Christiania. 

“That is the reason the Ford expe+ 
dition failed to get a warm reception 
anywhere in those countries. 

“When the expedition arrived at The 
Hague we asked Mme. Schwimmer 
where was the money she had prom- 
ised us. 


Mme. Schwimmer Resigned. 

“She replied: ‘I no longer belong to 
your organization. I have resigned. 
Last week she sent us her resignation. 

“T don't know if Mme. Schwimmer 
was ever promised the $200,000 by Mr. 
Ford, but I do know she certainly broke 
her promise to us. The money we spent 
comes aS a personal los§ to us, and we 
are thinking of advising with a lawyer 
as to the possibility of recovering.”

“Only once in our history have we 
been prepared for war.’ said the Gen- 
eral.

It required 
only one note because of our prepared- 
ness, They were told to get ouf and 
they got out. ; 

“There isn't going to be any weakness 
abroad after this war is over. You will 
find that more male children will have 
been born than have been killed or in- 
jured, You will have all the gold, per- 
haps, but it will not do you much good 
unless you stiffen it with iron." 

As to the immediate needs of the reg- 
ular army, Gen. Wood expressed the 
opinion that the force of reguiars with 
the colors should be maintained at 210,- 
000. Of these, he said, 9,000 eguipped 
and supplied for a year’s time, should 
be kept in the Philippines, another 20,000 
in Hawali and 16,000 at Panama. 

He urged that the regulars should 
have a reserve system under which in 
a six-year enlisment men would be dis- 
charged whenever their company com- 
wanders reported them as efficient into 
a reserve, to be definitely assigned to war 
etations. Equipment for members of 
the reserve would be kept at thelr sta- 
ticns and once every two years they 
would be required to join the colers for 
1¢ days’ training to keep them up to 
date. 

Gen. Wood said thatif universal mili- 
tary service was not to be obtained he 
favored a continental army scheme sub- 
stantially as proposed by the War De- 
partment, “provided it is absolutaly di- 
vorced from the organized militia.”’ 

The increases for the regular army 
proposed by Secretary Garrison, how- 
ever, he characterized as “absurdly in- 
adequate and indicating a failure to ap- 
preciate the lessons of the European 
war,” particularly as to the proportion 
of field artillery. He recommended that 
the proportion of fleld guns be fixed at 
five to every 1000 rifles of sabers. The 
present army standard is 3.9 per thou- 
sand, although In actual equipment the 
regulars are nearer two per thousand. 
The board recently created in the War 
Department has fixed on.5.9 per thou- 
eand as the number necessary. - 

Only 700000 Modern Rifles. 

Reverting to the condition of the coun- 
try to face war with a first-class Power, 
the General said the United States was 
utterly unprepared and knew nothing 
of the problems it would have to meet. 
At least 2,000,000 men would be needed, 
he declared, and they could be obtained, 
he believed, only by compulsory service. 
At present there are only 700,000 modern 
rifies and 300,000 old model weapons in 
Government arsenals, he said, and up 
to five days ago the capacity of all 
American plants to produce rifles was 
only 32,000 a day. England alone, he 
said, wanted 66,000 a day, while France 
called for two rifles in reserve for every 
man in the fleld. 

Gen. Wood was positive in declaring 
the militia was composed of a fine per. 
sonnel, but cursed by a hopeless sys- 
tem. Uniess it could be taken over by 
the Government and absolutely severed 
from any connection with the states, he 
said, it should be abandoned to the states 
entirely, and not a dollar of Government 
money wasted upon dt. 

“We should terminate the intolerable 
system,” he declared. “The soldier ele. 
ment of the militia all want federalisa. 
tion. No man who refuses to come into 
the continental army its to be depended 
upon.” 

Under a univereat service system, the 
General said, there would be 3,500,000 men 
between 18 and % years of age upon 
whom the burden of military duty would 
rest, counting on only 8 per cent of the 
men at that age.

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HOKE SMITH SAYS 


Senator Asks for Action to Pre- 
vent British Advancing Inter- 
ests at Our Expense. 


ASSAILS COTTON EMBARGO 


Neutrals’ Rights Being Recklessly 
Disregarded in Contraband 
Orders, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Great Brit- 
ain’s interference with neutral trade 
was the subject of a vigorous and ex- 
haustiv Ypeech. in the Senate today by 
Senator Hoke Smith of Georg’a, who 
pleaded for action to prevent England 
from advancing her own trade at the 
expense of the United Statcs, while at- 
terrpting to destroy Germany commer- 
ctally. 

He declared that the rights of citizens 
of the United States and other neutral 
nations were being reckléssly disregard- 
ec and emphasized particularly what he 
denounced as Great Britain's lawless 
treatment of America’s cotton trade. 

Discussing the action of the allies in 
proclaiming cotton as contraband, the 
Senator asserted that cotton had not 
been used or needed by Gerriany or her 
allies in the manufacture of war muni- 
tions for more than eight months. He 
quoted from a statement prepared for 
him by Howard W. Bible, now in Wash- 
ington, after a trip to Germany, who 
reported that he had learned through 
rersonal investigation that Germany had 
developed a process for using wood pulp 
av a cheaper and more effective substi- 
tute for cotton in the manufacture of 
explosives. 

Reviews History of Interferences. 

Senator Smith reviewed the history of 
interferences with trade and diplo- 
matic exchanges on the subject. He 
called silly and untrue statements that 
the United States made cotton contra- 
band during the Civil War, declaring 
that only once before—in the Russo- 
Japanese War—had cotton been declared 
contraband and it was done by Russia, 
who promptly gave way on protest from 
Great Britain that the action was il- 
legal. 

British authorities were quoted also 
to prove that under international law 
foodstuffs are subject to seizure only 
when consigned to armed forces of an 
enemy. 

“Shall we quietly continue to furnish 
Great Britain what she is compelled to 
obtain from the United States while 
the commercial rights of citizens of this 
country are trampled under foot?’ 
asked the Senator. “Great Britain can- 


not continue the war without munitions 


from the United States. Great Britain 
cannot feed her population without food- 
stuffs from the United States and other 
neutrals. Great Britain cannot keep her 
million and a half people engaged in 
the Lancashire mills at work 60 days 
without cotton from the United States 

“Great Britain cannot accomplish her 


scheme for world wide domination of 
commerce in her vast products of com- 


mon manufactured fabrics without cot- 
ton from the‘ United States. 

“The

ain the right of citizens of this coun- 
try. It has been demonstrated that cit- 
izens of neutral countries have the right 
to ship foodstuffs and cotton in unlim- 
ited quantities through the neutral ports 
of Northern Burope to non-combatant

Slept Over Rights, 

“The Congress of the United States 
slept over the right of shippers of food- 
stuffs last winter. This was, perhaps, 
because the prices were good, perhaps 
because we did not investigate the sub- 
ject. The lawlessness of Great Britain 
has increased greatly during the past 12 
month. Hach day brings new evidence 
of disregard for neutral rights.

About 2 designs have been submitted 
ard, according to Librarian Bostwick, 
who is a member of the flag committee, 
more than half have violated some of 
the rules. Whether the violations will 
disqualify the contestants will rest with 
the committee. If an unusually merito- 
rious design is found to be in violation 
ef the rules a point might be stretched 
te allow it to remain in the competition, 
but the chances of it winning the prize 
will not be as great as it the rules had 
been complied with. 

There is hardly a rule that has es- 
caped violation. The stipulated size is 
2x16 inches. Some are larger and some 
smaller than this. The mule is that the 
design must not bear the name of the 
Gesigner. Several have the names of the 
designers conspicuously placed, instead 
of in sealed envelopes, as the rules re- 
quire.

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IN CALL FOR BIDS 
ON COURT REPORTS 


State Specification Calls for Pro- 
posals on Back Numbers— 
Two Concerns Hold Plates. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 20.—A 
Post-Dispatch reporter discovered to- 
day that the committee of State offi- 
cers which lets the printing contract 
for thg Supreme and Appellate Court 
reports, has so worded the advertise- 


ment for bids and so restricted the 
conditions of the contract for the next 
six years that two printing firms are 
favored above all others. The condi- 
tions imposed make it practically im- 
possible for other, firms to compete 
for the contract. 

The committee is made up of Sec- 
retary of State Cornelius Roach, State 
Auditor John P. Gordon and Attorney- 
General John T. Barker. 

The publishing firms favored are 
the E. W. Stephens Printing Co. of 
Columbia, and the West Publishing 
Co. of St. Paul, Minn. The Stephens 
company has held the contract since 
1885. 

Lowest Bids Rejected. 

The Post-Dispatch published the 
fact on Noy. 27 that this same com- 
mittee had rejected the bids of the 
two other publishing firms which 
were much lower than the bid of the 
Stephens company, although they ad- 
mitted that the rejected bids complied 
with their advertisement in every par- 
ticular. The bids rejected were those 
of the Missouri Printing and Publish- 
ing Co. at Mexico, Mo., and the Bux- 
ton & Skinner Stationery Co. of St. 
Louis. 

The Mexico firm offered to supply the 
reports for $1.15 a volume. The St. Louis 
concern bid $1.35, while the Stephens 
company’s lowest bid was $1.65. The lat- 
ter concern submitted threo separate 
proposals. 

The committee announced that it had 
rejected all bids and would advertise 
again. In the new advertisement the 
bidders are required to submit prices on 
back numbers of the reports. 

Two Companies Hold Plates. 

The plates for the back numbers since 
1885 are held by the Stephens company. 
The plates of the reports prior to that 
date are held by the West Publishing 
Co. Thus any other publishing house 
which might bid for the contract would 
be required to negotiate for back num- 
bers of the reports with these two rivals, 
who could fix an arbitrary or prohibitive 
price on thé privilege of using or buy- 
ing the plates), 

An examination of previous contracis 
and advertisements for contracts re- 
veals that no such condition has been 
inserted heretofore, and thes tatute 
does not require such a provision. 

When askew why that specification was 
included in the new advertisement, At- 
torney-General aBrker told a reporter 
today that he had opposed it, and 
thought he would vote against accepting 
any bids made under it. 

‘Mr. Roach. drew up that advertise- 
“and I told them when 
they sent it out that it would shut out 
all competition on the bids except the 
two firms which have plates of the. old 
reports, but they decided against me. : 
think I may have to vote against the 
acceptance of any bids under these spec- 
ifications.’’ 

Total Sales Exceed $100,000. 

Lawyers estimate that the money re- 
ceived from the sale of reports to the 
State and to the profession in the St: te 
for a six-year term will aggregate be- 
tween $100,000 and $150,000. 

The bids, according to the last adver- 
tisement, will be opened Jan. 24, 1914, 
at 2 o’clock p. m. 

In addition to the provisions usually 
contained in such advertisements is the 
following paragraph: “The bidder shall 
give prices f. o. b. factory per copy on 
beck volumes, at which he will. agree 
to supply all back numbers to the State 
and to the profession in the State.”

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“OF SOOD ROAD 


Farm Values Enhanced, Says 
President of Association in 
Discussing County Issues. 


Implement and vehicle dealers of 
Southern Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma, Tennessee, Kentucky, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Georgia and Texas, 
who have gathered in St. Louis for the 
annual convention of the Mississippi 
Valley Implement and Vehicle Dealers’ 
Association, have found the $3,000,000 
road bond campaign in St. Louis Coun- 
ty of timely interest. The close rela- 
tion between good roads and the pros- 
perity of the farms has iong-bdeen rec- 
ognized by the dealers, all of whom are 
good roads boosters. 

The first session of the association was 
held at the Planters Hotel, the conven- 
tion headquarters, yesterday afternoon. 
Nearly 1000 members are present. The 
second session opened at 9 o’clock this 
morning. The feature of this evening 
will be a banquet at which the visiting 
dealers will be the guests of the St. 
Louis Implement, Vehicle and Hard- 
ware Association. 

Discuss Handling of Autos, 

An open discussion at yesterday’s 
session of the advisability of implement 
dealers taking up the selling of automo- 
biles was of particular interest because 
of the relation between the automobil« 
business and good roads. Several dealers 
told of taking up the handling of auto- 
mobiles. They agreed that the volume 
of this business among the farmers had 
surprised them, and some told how the 
automobile business tided them over the 
last season when poor business condi- 
tions generally caused the sale of im- 
plements to farmers to dwindle to prac- 
tically nothing, 

Statistics gathered by an agricultural 
publication were cited to show that 22 
per cent of the farmers have bought 
automobiles, It was asserted that every 
farmer is a prospective purchaser of an 
automobile. With some it is a question 
of another goou crop, while others with 
‘the money already in the bank are mere- 
ly waiting until the roads in their sec- 
tion are improved to the point of mak- 
ing motoring a pleasure. 

“Any business man who votes against 
good roads is very foolish,’ Louis Ringe 
Jr., ef St. Charles, Mo., president of 
the association, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. He pointed out that for the 
implement dealers better roads mean 
more sales not only of automobiles but 
al) kinds of farm machinery because of 
the resulting prosperity. 

“And by good reals I mean hard 
roads,’ Ringe continued. ‘Substantial 
roads of rock and cement cost more, but 
they are permanent, and I will say that 
¢very business man or property owner 
in the territory served by such roads is 
more than repaid for the cost to himself 
by the increase in his business or in the 
value of his property. I heartily ap- 
prove of the attitude of the Post-Dis- 
patch in advocating better roads in St.

SOMME FINDS 


IMlinois Invéstigators Recom- 
mend Minimum Pay of $8 a 
Week for Girls. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 2.—The re- 
port of the Illinois Senate Investigating 
Committee just made public offers the 
following recommendations as a result 
of its inquiry into conditions among gir! 
workers: 

1.‘Enactment of minimum waeg law. 

2 Repeal of social laws fallen into dis- 
use and strict enforcement of all others. 

8 Encouragement of uniform State so- 
cial legislation. 

4. Improvement of conditions for -giris 
in demestic service. 

5. Establishment of homes for moral 
and industrial schooling of reformed 
women. 

6. Extension of voe¢ational education. 

7. Abolition of the “fining’ system ia 
the“treatment of women. ~ / 

8. Registration of minor boys and giris 
in employment. 

9. Prohibition of printing in newspa- 
pers of detaile of court cases involvins 
moral lapses. 

10. Creation ‘of a state athletic com- 
mission for the eccouragement of health- 
ful pastimes. 

Inquiry a Long One. 

The committee's report concludes an 
investigation that began in August, 1913, 
and covered extensive inquiries into con- 
ditions existing in Chicago, Springfield. 
Pebdria, Alton, East St. Louis ond severa! 
other cities. Lieutenant-Governor Bar- 
ratt O’Hara was cliairman of the cont 
mittee. — 

That poverty is the principal cause, 
direct and indirect, of immorality, is 
the first and most strongly emphasized 
finding of the commission. 

Indpstrial ession of the helpless is 
declared by the report to be directly 
responsible for a large part of existing 
immorality. Thousands of girls, it says, 
are driven into wrongdoing “because of 
the sheer inabality to keep body and 
soul together on the low wages receive: 
by them.”’ 

“Unregulated condition of: domestic 
employment, uncertain hours, absence 
of definite social] status and lack of 
creative opportunities render the home, 
in many cases, for the woman servants, 
a breeding place of immorality,’’ con- 
tinues the committee’s finding. 

Many Were Servants, 

Extensive investigatiuns conducted by 
the committee, the report says, disclosed 
the fact that more women of the under- 
world fall into dishonor from domesti: 
employment than from any other work. 
Of 181 girls sent to the State Training 
School at Geneva, [1l., who had worked 


ifor a wage previous to commitment, the 


committee found that 115 or 63.55 per 
cent had been engaged in domestic serv- 
ice. = 

The occupation proved by actual sta- 
tistics to be productive of most immoral- 
ity is also the occupattion a girl most 
shuns, says the report. In this manner 
the committee accounts for the ton- 
stant unfilled demand for domestics. 

Eight dollars a week is fixed by the 
committee as the least amount that 
will meet the necessary items of a bare 
living for a girl employed in a large 
city. The report says wages were {vund 
to be discouragingly short of this fig- 
ure. , 

Wages $2 a Week. 

Attention is called to testimony taken 
by the committee “of wages running 
as low as $2 a week; of foremen wh9> 
porfanely abuse girls in short dresses, 
shake them until their arms are bilack- 
ened, and oceaasionally hurl boxes at 
them, dnd of the manager who found 
his factory besieged with. the agents 
of professiona) white slavery.” 

A startling condition, and one which 
the report declares strikes directly at the 
home, is found in what is termed the 
“call-girl”’ system. On this subject the 
report says in part: 

“A detective told of a ‘call’ list which 
he had seized in a raid. More than 2 
names were on the list; first names only 
being given, then opposite the telephone 
numbers, He checked up the names and 
numbers.

INNOCENT LAWYER 
GETS TWO YEARS 


W. R. Schneider, Acquitted -of 
Forgery, Prosecutes John V. 
Rice on Perjury Charge, 


John V. Rice; 28 years old, a col- 
lector, of 1414 McCausland avenue, 
was convicted yesterday by a jury in 
Circuit Judge Fisher’s court of per- 


jury and sentenced to two years for 
testimony he gave to the grand jury 
in December, 1914, against William 
R. Schneider, an attorney, who was 
accused by him of forging his name 
to-a quitclaim deed. 

The evidence given by Rice resu}ted 
in Schneider being indicted for for- 
gery. Schneider was tried and .ac- 
quitted about six months ago and 
now the falsity of the charge is fur- 
ther shown by the conviction of Rice. 

Rice is a son of the late Thomas A. 
Rice of the Rice-Dwyer Realty Co., 
who left about $200,000 when he died 
in 1904. The estate is still in the Pro- 
bate Court and a partition suit is 
pending. 

Schneider was formerly the attor- 
ney of John V. Rice. In addition to 
the services he advanced cash to Rice, 
and Rice signed over to him his in- 
terest in ‘property at: 1504-06-08 
Chestnut street. The deed was a 
quitclaim and was signed im the pres- 
ence of several persons. It was exe- 
cuted in the presence of a notary pub- 
lic and bears his stamp, 

When the case against Schneider 
was tried it was abundantly proven 
that the deed was executed by Rice 
and was not forged. Schneider then, 
for his further vindication, brought 
about the prosecution and conviction 
of Rice on the charge of perjury. 

Rice is said to be contemplating an

“TISEUMAS MANUS 


HERE SINGS HYMN 
OF HATE OF BRITAIN 


Irish Poet and Novelist Says His 
Countrymen Are Not for 
England in War. 


Seumas McManus, noted Irish poet and 
novelist, author of ‘‘Lad of the O’Friels”’ 
and ‘‘Donegal Fairy tories,” who is in 
St. Louis to address the St. Louis Peda- 
gogical Society and the Tuesday Club, 


said today that ‘he dares not, since the 
commencement of the European war, re- 
turn to his home in Donegal because of 
his activity for Irish independence. Mc- 
Manus declares England is today as op- 
pressive of Irish volunteers as she was 
during any time of Ireland’s 700-year 
struggle for freedom. He says any one 
working for the Irish cause must either 
stay out of Ireland or stay in jail, and 
he prefers to stay in. America. 
McManus sp s at 4 o’clock today at 
Central High hool before the Peda- 
gogical Society. His talk Friday will be 
t 2:30 p. m. before the Tuesday Club. 
He is stopping at the Marquette Hotel. 
McManus belongs to fhat faction of 
Irishmen who believe that independence 
can be won only by ‘force, and is op- 
poged to the activities of the Irish Na- 
tionalists, led by John Redmond, who 
are abana to get meses cd al ‘for 


Ireland through home rule by pariia- 


mentary enactment. 

“It is strange,’”’ he said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “that so many in 
this country believe the Irish people are 
with England in this struggle. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. In the 
past 12 months hundreds of Irishmen 
have been thrown in jail for working 
for the Irish cause, absolute independ- 
ence, and many others were theratened 
with jail sentences and had to get out 
uf the country. A practical reign of ter- 
ror exists among the Irish Volunteers, 
ar. organization that was formed after 
the Ulstermen began arming to oppose 


Acme rule.’’ 


Won Hanger Strike. 

As a notable example of the impris- 
onment of Irishmen, McManus cited the 
case of F. Sheehy Skeppington, who was 
sentenced to 12 months in jail for telling 
Trish boys in Dublin in a speech that 
their duty was not to England, but to 
Ireland. He says Skeppington was re- 
leased after six days by refusing to 
eat or drink anything. He went on hun- 
ger strike, although he is ardently 
against woman suffrage, of which his 
wife is one of Ireland’s foremost advo- 
cates. 

McManus asserts that he has found 


throughout the United States a feeling’ 
that the Irish are now eager to support. 


England. He says this is caused by an 
English propaganda at the commence- 
ment of the war to get the sympathy of 
the young Irishmen of America, 
that all cables were kept hot with re- 
ports to instill the idea here that Irish- 
men were tumbling over themselves to 
enlist for England. 

McManus ‘says, on the contrary, En- 
Ziand’s efforts at recruiting tf Ireland 
have been a complete: failure; that the 
bulk of recruits are Anglo-Irishmen or 
Ulstermen, anti-home rule advocates, or 
loafers. He says a great part of these 
recruits are the economic trash of Ire- 
land and that the people were glad they

“Irishmen realize their duty to Ire- 
land,” McManus said, “and they can- 
not be crushed. For Ireland only will 
they fight, and England will realize 
this if she attempts conscription in 
Ireland. She knows there will be ter- 
rible bloodshed if she attempts: it. 
There are 60,000 armed volunteers in 
Ireland, but those who are not armed 
will drop their hands to their sides 
and be shot before they will fight 
for England, which for hundreds of 
years strove to crush the very life 
out of them.” 

“There never was such tyranny exer- 
cised in Russian Poland as there. is 
today and always has existed in Ire- 
iand for those who'stand up for Ire- 
land. The Government there has in- 
stituted all sorts of petty tyrannies to 
dismiss Irish volunteers from public of- 


and . 


fice to frighten them Away from the 
volunteers. 

“You can imagine how absurd it was 
for England to ask Irishmen to fight 
under Sir John French, the man who 
tiouted all law by declaring he would 
ot fight against U!tstermen if they came 
vut in open rebellion against home rule. | 
For this he was elevated to head the 
English army. Sir Edward Carson, who 
fiouted the law by causing open re- 
tellion against home rule, was rewarded 
‘vith the office of Attorney-General in 
the coalition cabinet. After he was 
made Attorney-General he washed his 
hands of the office, showing England 
how he had triumphed over her. 

“John Redmond turned rocrwviting 
agent, a traitorous part, but the people 
refused to follow him when he asked 
them to enlist.

Nobody else is 
ever so profoundly and authoritatively and ag- | 
gressively military as an American politician 
who has been a Colonel] of a Governor’s staff, 
which explains Senator Lippitt’s confidence in 
what he would have done “if I had been Presi- 
dent.” 

For ourselves we are no more anxious to have 
American soldiers murdered in Mexico than to 
have Am ranchers murdered there, espec- 
ially in vi of the fact.that the ranchers can 
Keep out, but the soldiers must go if ordered. 
Before Senator Lippitt and his fellow orators in 
Congress undertake to force intervention they 
had better give the United States an army that 
is large enough to undertake intervention. It 
has no such army at the present time. If the 
Carranza Government should break down in an 
effort to establish order and this country should 
be compelled by circumstances to intervene, it 
would not be prepared for the task. We should 
‘be sending our regular forces to be slaughtered 
by Mexican bandits and guerillas ause we 
could not send troops -in sufficient nulmbers to 
make a swift and sure job of it. The General 
Staff has estimated that from 200,000 to 270,000 
men would be required, and while many Con- 
gressmen are frothing at the mouth in their 
demands for instant intervention, none of them 
is lifting a finger to pass’ the administration’s 
army and navy bills. ° 

Attacking the President.is a task hat requires 
no particular intelligence or responsibility. Any- 
body can do it who can talk and make gestures, 
but if the President did his work as badly as 
Congress is doing its work, we should be at war 
with half the world without the men or measures 
to carry On a war even against Mexico.

THE WEHED QUESTION. 

The weeds are all dead, but the Health Depart- 
ment is taking time by the forelock in trying to 
get a law passed to provide for weed extermina- 
tion next summer. The department holds that 
the city should cut the weeds and charge the lot 
owner with the cost. Real estate men argue that 
the work be done at public expense. 

If the city is to cut the weeds at all, it should 
be at the expense of the lot owner and not of the 
whole body of taxpayers. The weed question is 
not like that of the sidewalks, which everyone 
usés, and the cleaning of which would benefit all 
pedestrians alike. \ : 

Cutting the weeds on vacant lots is not only in 
the interest of health, but of:public safety. High 
weeds are a hiding place for criminals and have 
frequently been used as such in assaults on wom- 
en. The neglected sidewalk in front of vacant 
property and the neglected vacant lot are ajike 
public nuisances.

Maj. Will H. Whittaker, superintend- 
ent of the United States Farm for Mis- 
démeanants at Occoquan, Va., .where 
persons convicted of misdemeanors in 
Washington, D. C., are sent, arrived 
in St. Louls this morning to speak at 
noon at the City Club and in the after- 
noon before the Wednesday Club. 

Maj. Whittaker’s vis't was brought 
pLout by Director Tolkacz and /.ifred 
Fairbank, chairman of the Social Serv- 
ice Committee of St. Louis, who visited 
the Occoquan farm and approved of its 
methods. ’ 

It is Maj. Whittaker’s suggestion that 
a similar farm replace the workhouse 
systcm in St. Louis. At Fairbank’s of- 
fice, Maj. Whittaker told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter of the work he had ac- 
complished. 

“Until five years ago,” he said, 
‘‘Washington took care of its misdemea- 
nor prisoners in a workhouse at an ex- 
penso of $125,000 a year. The prisoners 
produced nothing. 

“Then the farm 25 miles from Wash- 
ington was purchased. There are 300 
prisoners at the farm. We started in 
with a tent and 100 prisoners. They 
cleared the land and built the first build- 
ings from the lumber from the felled 
trees. 

“Now we have a plant valued at near- 
ly $1,000,000. The fatm is self-sustain- 
ing. Last year we sold $20,000 worth of 
farm produce, 

“St. Louis could well have a similar 
institution. After the initial expendi- 
ture for land and buildings it would be

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HOTEL 
THEY MAKE FALSE 
LIQUOR REPORTS 


Jefferson, Planters, Maryland 
and McTague Invite Inquiry 
Concerning Tax on Purchases. 


ee en SRNR 

Proprietors of several of the down- 
town hotels and cafes were interviewed 
today by a Post-Dispatch reporter re- 
garding the reports made to Mayor Kiel 
yesterday by expert accountants, in 
which it was stated that the city, public 
schools and State are losing thousands 
of dollars annually because of false re- 
ports made by saloon license holders as 
ty the amount of intoxicating liquors 
purchased. 

Under the law governing what is 
known as the ad valorem tax, each sa- 
loon keéper must state under oath the 
amount of liquors purchased by him in 
the six months preceding his request for 
a renewal of his license. A tax of $10.50 
is fixed upon each $1000 of purchases. 

Tax In Force Since 1909. 

This tax has been in force since 
September, 1909, and according to the 
estimates of the Mayor's accountants 
the returns made by the license hold- 
ers were not as high as they should 
be. 

Lyman T. Hay, proprietor of the 
Jefferson and: Planters Hotels and 
Manager Walker of the Planters Ho- 
tel, referred the reporter to J. D. Tell- 
man, who does the purchasing for 
both houses. Tellman said: 

“The report of purchases made by 
the Jefferson for the four last periods 
of six months each were: $3600, $3900, 
$3500, $2600. If the Mayor or anyone 
else questions the correctness of these 
figures our books are open to an ac- 
countant authorized to act for the 
city. Iam obliged to swear to these 
reports and the vouchers are all care- 
fully audited. 

“I do not see upon what the ac- 
countant who reported to’the Mayor 
bases his charge that false reports 
are being made. It is probably due 
to an exaggerated idea of many per- 
sons of the amount of liquor trade 
in hotels. — 

“The reports of purchases for the 
Planters during the same last four peri- 
cds were $2700, $2800, $2000, $2000. These 
figures are also correct.’’ 

New Year’s Eve Business. 

Tellman was shown extracts of sto- 
ries printed in the newspapers upon 
Dec. 31, 1914, and Jan. 1, 1915, which 
cover the New Year’s eve celebration. 
In one newspaper it was stated that 
there were 900 reservations for tables 
at the Jefferson and 500 at the Planters. 
It was announced in another newspaper 
that 726 reservations had been made at 
the Jefferson and 425 at the Planters and 
quoted Camitte Orry at the Planters and 
Otto Sonnenburg at the Jefferson as 
estimating that about $4000 was paid 
for wine in each place. One newspaper 
credited McTague’s with 500 
tions and the sale of $4000 in wine. 

“That just shows what I said about 
exaggerated ideas of business done at 
seme of the large places,’’ said Tellman, 
“Those, estimates are ridiculous and I 
told Sonnenburg at the time that such 
estimates should not be made. 

‘There has been a great falling off 
in the liquor business. There are many 
persons today not buying one-half as 
much wine or liquor as a few years 
ugo. Another thing that figures in the 
statements of purchases is the fact 
that this tax has been in force only 
about six years. 

Carry Large Stock. 

“Most of the large restaurants and 
cafes have d-sized wine cellars, the 
stock of which was purchased before 
this law took effect and this stock in 
many cases is being drawn upon without 
repurchases being made, particularly 
during the last two years. At the 
present time we have on hand certain 
kinds of stock of which we could sell 
more than $35,000 worth without buying 
$1 worth of new stock.” 

Manager Walker at the Planters Hotel, 
in referring to the report of heavy sales 
of wine upon New Year’s eve, said that 
“uesses at sales had been allowed to 
pass in a good-natured manner, but 
that he had urged that no person con- 
nected with the hotel make himse)r re- 
sponsible for estimates, which he said 
have been grossly exaggerated. 


“Someone is just talking for the sake 
of talking,” said E. W. Dunn, manager 
of the Maryland Hotel, when questioned 
regarding the report of the Mayor's ac- 
countant. ’ 

“Our report of sales for the last four 
periods has been $2000 each and it is a 
fair report. We have not split dollars 
in preparing the figures, but they fully 
represent the average purchases of 
liquors made by the hotel. 

Welcomes Any Inquiry. 

“We would welcome any inquiry into 

the correctness of the figures. The trou- 
ble is that some persons have wild ideas 
about the amount of business done in 
liquors.”’ 
\ James H. McTague said that he was 
probably paying too great a tax if any- 
thing. , He has reported purchases of 
$3000 for each of the last four periods 
of six months and he said he believed 
that figure was the same as he had re- 
ported in previous years.

A great change has come over Berlin. 
Eight months ago you could scarcely 
notice while on a visit to the capital that 
Germany was engaged in war and that 
she and her people were fighting for 
‘heir existence. True, you noticed a lot 
uf soldiers, many wounded and some 
crippled for life, but the city itself, and 
the people, appeared to all outward indi- 
cations as if nothing unusual was, trans- 
piring. The citizens looked indifferent 

What a difference today! The Berlin 
people’ seem to have changed complete: 
ly. Last spring they appeared a happy 
lot, with no cares to worry them, cers | 
tainly not so far as outer 2ppearances 
weré concerned. Today you find only a 
solemn people—a. people who appear to 
and gvho do realize what this war means 
to Germany and her millions. They yre 
no longer the happy-go-lucky and care- 
free crowd. They are stern, severely 
so. They are no longer a smiling crowd. 
They are very, very solemn indeed. 

It is not that they fear for the out- 
come of the war. On the -ontrary, the) 
appear to be more convinced than ever 
that Germany cannot lose this war, They 
believe that she will come out victorious. 
They feel that victory is theirs already. 
But at the same time: they’ have come 
to look upon the entire situation in the 
most serious manner imaginable, ‘Théy 
know that the longer. the war lasts the 
more lives must be sacrificed They 
realize, too, that many industriés must 
suffer, and‘ that fortunes will be swept 
away if this war should last for many 
more years to come. They are no longer 
of the opinion that peace is te come to 
them in the near future. 


Hear of Nothing but Deaths. | 
You can read it in their faces. You 


can hear it in their voices; you no- 
tice it as you listen to their conver- 
Sations; you observe it as you enter 
the department stores; you see it as 
you visit the small shopkeeper. You 
notice it wheh you go to the banks 
and even at the crowded playhouses. 
It produces a sort of creepy feeling. 
You hear of nothing but deaths and 
still more of deaths: of crippled and 
wounded and of men whom the war 
has condemned to end their lives in 
darkness. 

How long will the war last, you 
ask? Nobody seems to know. They 
don't seem to care, and that appears 
the strangest part of it all. All they 
know is that they must win in the 
end, and that to accomplish this they 
must be ready to sacrifice all—every 
life, if necessary. They say they will 
gladly do it. ; 

“And do you. notice any great 
change in Germany as you travel 
about, as compared with what you 
saw last spring?’ I have been asked 
repeatedly. A high official at the 
Foreign Office in Berlin was among 
those who put this question. 

‘*"The people are more solemn,” I 
replied. 

“Yes, we notice that, too,” always 
came. the answer. 

Homes Reflect Feeling. 

You don’t notice this state of af- 
fairs as much in public as you do 
when you visit the inhabitants of the 
largest city in Germany in their own 
hames. It is there, among them- 
selves, in the private family circle, 
that you realize more forcibly than 
anywhere else that Germans have at 
last been aroused to the fact thay 
they are engaged in a struggle for 
life and death, and that they must 
sacrifice thousands and hundreds of 
thousands more human lives before 
the end actually is in sight. 

I have in mind a meeting with a 
woman and her husband whose ac- 
quaintance J had made years before the 
war. He is a Lieutenant in the army. 
He served in the west and later in the 
eastern theater of thewar. It was there 
where he distinguished himself in battle 
and was decorated with the Iron Cross. 
He was wounded. For r weeks he 
was in one of the field hospitals in 
Russia. 

Finally he was transferred to another 
hospital near the German frontier, and 
sO was recaptured in’ the German ad- 
vance. His pbs healed, but heart 
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trouble developed. He is now back in 
Berlin with his wife and child, doing 
lighter garrison duty. 

“My husband has been notified that 
he must be ready for field service again 
within a few weeks,"' said the Lieuten- 
ant’s wife to me. “We only hope that 
he may be permitted to spend Christ- 
mas with us, once more. We realize 
that he will not return home again. His 
heart condition tells that only too piain- 
ly. I-hate to see him go again, but he 
must and that is all that can be said. 
The next time you see me I, too, will be 
in mourning.”’ 


Homes Reflect Feeling. 
This episode tells what is transpir- 


ing all over Germany But with it all 
they do not complain, certainly not in 
public. 

If this war lasts three more years as 
some seem to think, you hear it stated 
repeatedly, “we won't be able to stand 
7," 

The people believe that the strain upon 
their nervous system will be so great 
that they must collapse under it. They 
do not mean to give you the impression 
that they fear for defeat on the field of 
battle. They do not! but they feel that 
they cannot stand this strain which such 
a war places upon them. 

“Where will we get the men from to 
continue our work at home?’ you hear 
thém ask when they are told that the 
general outlook for peace is not a gocd 
one, that it may be three years before 
the end of the war is in sight. ‘Ou* 
business will go to ruin. We need men. 
If they all go to the front we don’t 
know how we will be able to make 
out.”’ 

But there are stil] other indications 
that the Berlin peoplegare looking upon 
the war in a more serious vein now than 
they did early in the spring of 191. 
People have settled down to be more 
economical than ever before. They eat 
‘much less today than they did a year 
ago. And, of course, they buy fewer 
food supplies. They are in training, one 
would think, so that the field service 
might not be as strenuous in the begin- 
ning. 

Drink Less Beer. 

The Kaiser has said that Germans 
must reduce their stomachs by cutting 
down their rations not only in food 
but also In drinks. And they try their 
best to do it. They eat more substantial 
food now than they did before. They 
drink less beer and wine and the ma- 
jority have dropped ‘brandy and 
schnapps altogether. During the entire 
time I was in Germany not only in 
Berlin but throughout the empire, I did 
not meet or see a man or woman who 
was under the influence of liquor, not 
even in the slightest degree. 

Sometimes it would appear in Berlir: 
toddy as if everybody were in mourn- 
ing. And this applies particularly to 
the women. No matter where you gv 
in public places of amusement, In cafes 
or in the streets, you are bound to run 
into someone dressed in black. 

In the beginning of the war the au- 
thorities tried to impress the people 
whose relatives had died in battle that 
they shoyld not go into mourning, cer- 
tainly not as far as garments are con- 
cerned, But this was one order or sug- 
gestion. to which the home people did not 
take. They insisted that they would 
wear black when necessary. It. seemed 
as if some wete only too proud to show 
‘that one of thelr’relatives had sacrificed | | 
his fe dor the honor and glory of Kais-{. 
er and Fatheriand.
